the two vessels, or took the wrong

Comments on Evidence. 


"There is no evidence to show, or 


reason to believe, that the officers 
of the S-51 did not handle then- 
craft properly as was expected of 
officers of their training and ex- 
perience. 
It is undoubtedly true 


That the lubberly handling of the 
City of Rome after the collision, the 
failure of her searchlights and the 
slowness 
with 
which her 
boats 


reached the points where the moil 
from the S-51 were in the water 
was responsible for the loss of at 
loast 
three lives. 
The survivors 


claim to have been in the water 
for one hour and fifteen 
minutes 


before they were picked up. There 
can be no excuse for such delay. 


VThe commander of the 
vessel 


was Lieut. R. H. Dobson of Brook- 
lyn, who had served in the navy 
eight years: His first four years 
were performed as an enlisted man, 
an officer in the naval reserve and 
a temporary officer. He was given 
a permanent commission in Nov- 
ember, 1921, and had been at sea 
in submarines since January, 1922. 
He was an experienced submarine 
officer and -was in command of the

New Bath House for Convicts 


Being Erected Inside In- 


stitution Walls. 


Excavation has been almost fin- 


ished and part of the brick foun. 


tion of an S-rooin house outside 
the walls Of the penitentiary, across 
the road north 
from 
the 
mam 


building and to the east entrance, 
which will be used as residential 
quarters by Warden W. T. Fenton 
and his family. The house will be 
arick-veneered and will cost $8,000 
to $10,000. It is being constructed 
with 
prison 
labor, 
and 
Claude 
Joltrain of Lincoln kas been em_ 
ployeFl as superintendent of con- 
struction. 
Another permanent improvement 


under way at the penitentiary is 
a nwe bath house inside of the 
prison walls for the use of the con- 
victs, of whom about 640 are now 
on the institution list. This is 70 
by 40 feet 
in 
size, 
contains BO 
shower baths, and will cost about 
$1,800. Inmate labor is also being 
used on this project. 
These are the first buildings to 


go up iinder the new program form- 
ulated by the board of control, de_ 
signed to relieve overcrowding, al- 
ow women prisoners more liberty 
and access to the open air than 
hey now have, and provide better 
iving accommodations for the of- 
Icers 
' 


Building for Women Inmates. 
Erection of a building for women 


convicts, outside the walls and not 
far from the warden's hou&e, is one 
of the things which the board has 
n mind for next year. It will cost 
$15,000 to $18,000 and have enough 
•oorn for 25 to 30 inmates, whicli 


more than 
twice 
as many as 
here are now in the penitentiary. 


Both the women's building1 and 


the warden's residence will be paid 
'or out of a $30,000 appropriation 
vhich the last legislature made for 
outside buildings. There is also a 
100,000 appropriation for tn^> first 
unit of a new power plant, whose 
nstallation has been put over un- 
11 1926. 
When the 
outside 
edifices are 


done, the quarters vacated by War- 
den Fenton will he taken by Deputy 
Warden Kavanaugh and his familv. 
and some other moving- around will 
be done by other prison officials 
who live at the 
institution. The 


present women's ward will then be 
made over into rooms 
for 
the 


guards and other employes.

In Grain Prices 


During the Week

Grata prices 
declined 
sharply 


during the past week under con- 
tinued favorable reports Increasing 
the world's supply of bread grains 
and a heavy movement /of Cana- 
dian wheat, the United States de- 
partment of agriculture reported in 
its weekly grain review made public 
b-ere today. 
Russian wheat was reported as 


being offered in the London market 
at $1.42 per bushel and offerings of 
Argentine wheat in European mar- 
kets were reported below Canadian 
quotations. Harvest returns also 
indicated that the Canadian crop 
would probably be larger than the 
latest official estimate 
and this 
with a heavier movement depressed 
the "Winnipeg market 
., 
These 
influences were chiefly 


responsible for a decline of nearly 
ten cents in the whea^futures mar- 
kets in this country. Premiums for 
cash, spring wheat however held at 
fairly firm premiums over futures 
prices. 
The hard winter wheat 


markets were dull and lower with 
futures because of slow flour de- 
mand.

SHORTRIDGE'S FIGHT. 


Political events in California in anticipation of 


the senatorial election which takes place there in 
1926 are shaping themselves so that-they may assume 
'national importance. 


Senator Shortridge will be seeking re-election. 
Now the 
political friends and 
associates of 


Johnson have given it out cold that they will en- 
deavor to defeat Shortridge, and even though the 
fiery Californian has lost most of his prestige in the 
nation, the very considerable defection which he 
might incite in his own state, may prove disastrous 
to the junior senator. 


It is a tangled mess which exists in the repub- 


lican ranks in^California and 
cern to the national leaders before it runs its com- 
plete course. 
Shortridge was originally supported 


by Johnson anjl his friends 
because the former 


promised to stand with Johnson in his fight against 
the league of nations. 
Hiram and his faction in- 


sists that Shortridge has been flirting with the world 
advocates, and has given his promise to President 
'Coolidge to vote for the proposal when, it comes up 
again in the United States senate. 
As a result of 


this alleged perfidy to the opponents of American 
participation in the world organizations to promote 
peace, Johnson and his men have sworn vengeance 
upon Shortridge. 
On the other hand, some of the 


foremost advocates of American participation in the 
world court, and who also favor the league, are re- 


' ported to be dissatisfied with Shortridge's attitude 


and have brought forward Chester Rowell, a former 
Johnson backer, who broke with him on the league 
issue, as a potential candidate for the senate. Rowell 
Is a nationally known progressive and might make 
serious inroads -in Johnson's strength, thereby sub- 
tantially Increasing the chances of Shortridge. 


Those more closely connected with politics in 


California insist that Johnson's hostility to his as- 
sociate in the senate has a more substantial foun- 
dation than the attitude which Senator Shortridge 
has taken with reference to the league. 
Both John- 


son and Shortridge came from the northern part of 
the state. 
Senator Shortridge makes his home at 


Menlo Park, a little place but a short distance from 
-gan Francisco, Johnson's home. 
Much the same 


situation which prevails in Nebraska in 'the selection 
of senators Is coming to the 'surface' fn California. 
For years southern California has felt that it was 
entitled to recognition. 
The time is approaching 


when the people of Southern California cannot be put 
off longer, and the senatorship will go to someone, 
who makes his home in the Los Angeles district. 
Looking ahead, Senator ,Johnson foresees that the 
re-election of Shortridge might seriously endanger 
Johnson's chances when the latter comes up for re- 
election. 


It is the old parallel of a division of senatorial 


honors between the North and the South Platte coun- 
try In this state. 


Ouslde of the slender hold which the republicans 


have upon the United States senate, Mr. Coolid"ge 
would suffer a blow to his. prestige by a Johnson 
triumph in California. 
The administration has let 


it be known that he proposes to attempt to wrest 
control in the western states from the group which 
has been oppossing him, and Johnson has been the 
ringleader of the bunch.

ANOTHER FORM OF PATERNALISM. 


A warning- against paternalism of the state and 


the over-bounty of philanthropy and their "paralyz- 
ing- effects" on humanity was sounded by Cardinal 
Hayes of New York recently at a session of the na- 
tional conference of Catholic churches. 


The warning- from a high leader in that organiza- 


tion, carries added weight when referring to the 
matter of charity. 


As looked on by Cardinal Hayes, charity is not 


purely a material thing, confined in its effect to the 
recipient, but is a religious expression on the part 
of the grantor. 
There are hosts of charities con- 


fronting society today that a few years ago were un_ 
known, but so much has been taken up by society 
as a unit that individual giving may have been some- 
what curtailed. As a result of this condition, the 
church dignitary believes, the danger of paternalism 
is more miminent. 


The danger of loo mucfi giving and the danger 


of not giving enough are often overlooked by all 
classes of people in the present day rush of business 
and life. Attempting- to dispose of the matter without 
trouble by simply handing over all work to special 
organizations, are not the people depriving- them- 
selves of the pleasure of giving, as well as increas- 
ing the dangers of paternalism? 


Certin it is that there would be fewer of the "beg- 


gar autoist" class who travel over the country plead- 
ing for gasoline to get them to the next town if it 
were not for the fact that misapplied charity comes 
too easily. 
Such are the people who have decided 


it is easier to-sponge off of paternalistic society than 
to work in tho most lavish land in the world. 


INDIANS ON THE TRAIL. 


More than a thousand Wmnebago Indians now on. 


a reservation in Nebraska are said to be looking 
about for a place to move and to have decided tenta- 
tively on Florida. 
, 


Charles A. Campbell, in-charge of the land leasing 


division of the Winnebago agency in Nebraska, has 
been at Miami, Fla., with a letter of greeting from 
the Indians, written and signed properly on civilized 
stationery. 
Chiefs unable to write have put down 


their thumb prints. 


The Winnebago Indians are landowners and tax- 


payers, living mostly on a 60,000 acre reservation 
in this state, it is stated. Many skilled workmen are 
included in their number, as well as excellent farmers. 


This agent has emphasized that the Indians would 


not be removed in an attempt to exploit them hut 
that the change -would be for their own interest.

Lincoln Star: With all duo defer 
ence to the wisdom of those of ou 
state officers whose duty it nia 
be to advance the irrigation an 
power projects that may be bar 
nessed up to our state streams, 
wish, herewith to register my pro 
test against the project as advo 
cated by our governor folio wine th 
visit he made recently to the irri 
gallon enterprises now in operation 
In the first place I feel that th 
warning Issued by our former cit 
izen and statesman, Col. Dawes 
against such enterprises should be 
heeded. Mr. Dawes bases his objec 
tion^i on the grounds of Increasing 
agricultural production beyond th 
demands of a profitable market. 
As an outstanding example 
o 
this overproduction evil, I 
woul< 
cite briefly the irrigation projec 
by the federal government in west- 
ern Colorado, under the Gunnison 
river tunnel. In this Uncomphagre 
valley there have been huge crops 
produced under this artificial wa- 
ter system, but this excess produce 
has largely been lost tor lack of a 
profitable market. 
I know whereof I speak by sorry 
experience. 


My son, Robert paid Jl,000 for a 
twenty 
acre tract In Montrose 
county about the time this irriga- 
tion tunnel became operative. When 
Robert fell in battle on the fields 
of France this tract came into my 
hands. I have been trying to sel 
or trade this without success for 
the past ssven years. 
Last March 
I stopped off at 
Montrose on my way home from 
California to make a personal in- 
vestigation of conditions there. The 
man to whom I had rented the plact 
had quit both his own ranch anc 
mine three years ago. I found him 
in a grocery store, trying to make 
a living for his family weighing out 
groceries. My place had been sold 
for taxes that this renter was to 
have paid. 
According to his story, verified 


by others a large number of ranch- 
ers had abandoned their ranches 
and homes to the government and 
loan agencies. 
At the federal of- 


fice, I found the "ditch" taxes then 
due against my tract were in ex- 
cess of the selling price of the land! 
The best advices I could obtain 
from 
those acquainted 
with 
my 
tract was that it might bring $200. 
I am ready to sell at that figure— 


yes any junk price! 
So much for my experience and 
knowledge of over production be- 
cause of irrigation! 
I personally 
know of others who have lost their 
entire "lump" because of these high 
powered water projects. 
Here is another experience: In 
the fall of 1898, I was attracted to- 
ward Nebraska by a new irrigation 
enterprise then being developed in 
the L,oup valley above Columbus. 
This was named "The Great East- 
ern Canal," -a very high powered af- 
fair so far as the name goes. 
I 
was 
then living in 
southwestern 
Iowa in what we thought was the 
garden spot of the world. All we 
lacked was irrigation (?). 
I bought a small tract under this 


ditch near Monroe, Platte county, 
The remainder of this tract of 400 
acres was sold the same season to 
a seed company for a seed 'farm. 


My scheme was to grow celery, 
small fruits, etc. In the summer of 
1902 
I came, near being drowned 
out by excessive rains. My irriga- 
tion ditches were in urgent use as 
drainage ditches. I suffered greater 
loss and sharper disappointment 
that season because of this "drown- 
ing" than I had ever experienced in 
a single year because of drouth. 
To make my story short, I will 
say that this whole enterprise was 
a Failure, spelled with capitals. I 
quit 
1903. 
my job there in November 
A few years later on a re- 


all my varied experiences as a tlllc 
In Bpme localities, as Irrigation. I 
drainage ia quite essential, more -i 
of the soil, I would placo cultlva 
tlon as a more potent factor thu 
irrigation in all farm and garde 
operations. 


I spent three summers on an irri 
gated 
ranch -near 
Kearney—th 
Watson ranch. There I saw cor 
fields and garden patches blisterln 
and burning under tho baked sur 
faces following irrigation, 
wher 
cultivation could have saved th 
day. For the past five years I hav 
been a patron of the "Skinner" c 
sprinkling system of irrigation. W 
can buy our water from the q£t: 
water department 
cheaper 
than 
under 
any otlier system 
I havi 
tried. 


In 'conclusion I would state my 
convictions that further irrigation 
projects by the government, eithe: 
state or federal, should await th< 
actual needs of the consumer and 
the demands of a profitable mar- 
ket on the part of the producer.

' If the huge derricks' succeed in 
their attempt to raise the undersea 
craft, it is planned to bring her up 
stern first, as it H thought that if 
any of the men are still alive they 
are in the two rear compartments 
the engine room and the motor 
room.

pedo tubes of the submarine.

will close all the compartments, oJl 
of the water will be pumped out 
and the shell filled with air. This 
would make it easier to bring the 
craft to the surface. 


Recalls S-5 Mishap. 


In commenting on the posstbllty 


that some of the S-51 crew mav 
be alive, naval men pointed to the 
experience of the S-5 when men 
were rescued alive after being un- 
der water 37 hours. 
It was ad- 


mitted, however, that > there 
was 


little hope of saving the S-51 vic- 
tims as they have been under wa- 
ter much longer than the men on 
the S-5. 
The rescue of the S-5 men was 


chiefly due to 
fresh 
air 
being 


pumped 
into

compartments 


whero the members 
cf 
Ihe crew 
were Joonipd. Fresh air has been 
pumped into the S-$, but the res- 
curers are unable to learn whether 
this has done any ^.i:>d. 
Naval officials at the base have 


received inquiries from friends andr 
relatives ot the victims of the S-51 
disaster and all have been answered 
by expressions of hope. The mavy, 
it was pointed out, has been work- 
ing from the first on thf assumption 
that the men on the submnrircc, at 
least some of them, are Alive. 


Officials at the submarine base 


said today that the number on the 
submarine must be thirty-three, as 
Walter E. Harmon, a member of 
the crew, had been located at his 
home in New York 'to which he 
was summoned by the illness of 
his father just before-the. S-51 left 
New London on a cruise.

Marking: up 
of the rate on call loo.ns to 6 per- 
cent, the highest since Januarv, 
1924, 
in the middle of the week, 
was the signal for heavy Helling 
for both accounts which proved to 
be unfounded,, that the jSTew York 
bank would increase its rediscount 
rate. The stiff call

things I 
could prove too. If 
I 
were a trouble maker couldn't I get 
any of these women into hot water 
easily by reporting these slanderous 
remarks ? 
It cctainly gives the vindicative 


woman a mean weapon to hold over 
other women, and it is the blunder- 
ing, unskilled gossip who is apt to 
get caught too. Tour professional 
gossip is too smooth. What 
do 


you think?—Martha. 
A. It doesn't seem to me like a 
bad ruling at 
all 
insofar as it 


might prove a check to 
careless 
gossip. 


The unfair part of it, as it appeals 


to me, is that the woman herself is 
not held responsible for her own 
acts but her husband is the one who 
must pay 
the 
fine. That 
seems 
quite a. throw-back to me. 


Surely if I felt called upon 
to 


make a hundred dollars worth of 
catty remarks about the Fcdor fj^- 
mily I would rather be recognized 
as an adult and fully 
responsible 


person, liable for the results of my 
own injudicious speech, even at a 
financial loss, than to be in the un- 
dignified position of not callng my 
errant tongue my own. 
Parents are held responsible for 
the acts of their children, because

self-responsibility.

The state spent $25,000 to pave 


the road, after the voters of Bono 
reek 
township at their 
annual 


meeting in 191S had pledged .$4,000 
in aid of the project and the money 
had been deposited in a bank for 
that purpose. The money was not 
drawn by the stale highway de- 
partment during the period of con- 
struction, and when the improve- 
ment was finished the next annual 
township meeting voted to rescind 
the action previously taken.
